(Following the granting of a year’s 
leave of absence to Mrs, Norma Sha- 
dall, present School Nurse, the City 
Council moved Monday night to concur 
jn the appointment of Mrs. Audrey L. 
Gaiser to the post on recommendation 
of the City Health Officer, Dr. Jack 
L. Stein. 

The salary of Mrs. Gaiser, who will 
commence her duties on March 1, it 
to be $140 per month. Of this the 
City will pay $60 and $1o per month 
car allowance. Balance of the salary 
js to be paid by the School Board. 

The new nurse is from Berkeley, is 

a graduate of the University of Cali- 
fornia and holds a B. S. and a public 
health nurse’s degree. A registered nurse, 
she has had experience in the schools 
of Berkeley, Sonoma County and San 
Francisco, 
' Her application was selected from 
the several received and was approved 
by Superintendent Allen Keim and 
members of the School Board. 


EXPLAINS CONTRACT 


An explanation of the contract the 

City has with Humboldt Hospital for 
emergency service, was given by City 
Attorney C. N. Lavers. The arrange- 
ment provides for emergency treatment 
only in accident cases referred to the 
ospital by City employes or officials, 
he pointed out. 
The information was given at the 
suggestion of Councilman Vincent Han- 
ahan. The latter said he thought “the 
people ought to know what the City 
is getting for $40 a month”. 

Additional explanation was made by 
Councilman George Batchelder with 
he statement that “the City is pay- 
ing for actual emergency treatment only 
‘or those injured in public places”. 


DEFERS ACTION 


Acceptance of rules and regulations 
drawn up for the Fire Department by 
hief ‘Carl Ahlgren, was deferred at 
the suggestion of Councilman Benjamin 
Mowday, Referring to the size of the 
document, Mowday averred “it would 
be impossible to digest this in a few 
minutes and vote intelligently”. Ahl- 
pren claimed that copies of the pro- 
posed regulations were given each coun- 
tilman several weeks ago for considera- 
tion. Mowday admitted this but said 
hat the latest copy was different in 
ome respects.

SEEKS ACTION 


A demand that the group concern 
itself with the present City contract 
with Humboldt Hospital, was voiced 
by Duncan Neill, 727 Cornell Avenue, 
as he questioned the emergency ser- 
vice being obtained for $40 a month.
